cellor Mahlon Pitney of New Jersey to 
sur."«'d t!i(> late John M,-Marian as 
associate Jastteu ot tho United States 
supremo court makes six members ot 
the court named by the present occu- 
pant of the White House, although in 
the CKSB of Chief Justice White there 
wits a promotion rather thtui an ap- 
pointment outright. Besides the chief 
Justice, the Taft appointees uro I.ur- 
fon. Hughes. Van Devanter, Lamar 
and Pitney. .White. Lurton and La- 
inur. or half of those uanicd by the 
president, are Democrats. 
The only 


other members*of tbe court arc Justice 
McKenna. appointed by McKinley, and 
Dny and Holmes! named by Roosevelt. 


It la'a mistake to suppose that Pres- 


ident Taft has named more justices 
of our highest court than any other 
president since Washington, however, 
a statement sometimes made. 
As n 


matter uf fact, Jnckson appointed six 
nnd Lincoln five. Thus if' t*e advance- 
ment of Chief Justice- White is not 
counted as an appointment Jackson 
exceeded Taft's record and Lincoln 
equaled it. 
IJ is correct to say. how- 


ever, that Mr. Taft has appointed more 
members uf the court i n , t h e same 
length of titne th:ui any president since 
Washington. 
Only seven presidents 


have named chief justices—Washing- 
ton, Adams, Jiickson. Lincoln. Grant, 
Cleveland nnd Taft. Washington nam- 
ed three, John Jay resigning to become 
governor of New York and John Rut- 
ledge fulling of confirmation through 
loss of his reason. 


Outside of the three chief Justices 


the tirst president chose eight mem- 
bers of the court or eleven ill all. 
Adams designated three, with the il- 
lustrious John Mars lull I at their head. 
Jefferson also appointed three, of whom 
Livingston was perhaps the most fa- 
mous. Madison named two, one being 
the great Story. 
Mouro^ nnd J. Q, 


Adams nominated one each. Jackson 
appointed . Chief Justice Tnney 
and 


live others, umoug whom were McLean 
and Harbour. Van Bui-en selected but 
one. 
a nuiu named McKinley, while 


Harrison and Tyler also designated one 
each.

Ou 
Feb. 15, the fourteenth anniversary of 
the blowing up of the vessel, the coffer- 
dam in Havana harbor was broken so 
that the after part of the wreck might 
be flouted out into the open water, 
services were held in Havana by.the 
Spanish-American war veterans ovei 
the sisty dead taken from the shatter- 
ed vessel, aud the 'cornerstone of tbe 
Maine monument was Ijld with appro- 
priate ceremonies at the Columbus cir- 
cle entrance to Central park. New 
York. That these three events occur 
red on the same day did not happen 
by accident, but -was purt of a prear- 
ranged plan.

after the historic explosion. 


The raising of the Maine has been 


well worth while. Through it the dead 
have been recovered to be given buria 
n American soil. Even more Impor 
ant, the origin o£ the catastrophe has 
been settled for all time. All tbe world 
now knows beyond the shadow of a 
doubt that the vessel was blown up 
from the outside by the Spaniards 
That dastardly act drove Spain foreve- 
from the western hemisphere. Ou: 
loss of the ship and her men has re 
Bulled in greater gain for Cuba, fo 
Porto Hico and for civilization.
